Bernstein was anxious to sublet and 
grossly exaggerated the rents he re- 
ceived from the property in writine 
Heidenreich, according to Deputy In-

Heidenreich paid Bernstein's brok- 
er, who was Hershkowitz, $500 in 
earnest money to bind the lease, Then 
the New Yorker discovered that the 
property brought about half the ren- 
tals he had been told, Carey said. 

Heidenreich promptly refused to £0 | 
through the deal and demanded his | 
$500. Bernstein indignantly refused | 
to return the money. 

Attorney Cohen, now reported near | 
death, attached the rent from the| 
Sixth avenue property so that his | 
client, Heidenreich, could reclaim his | 
$000 without further dickering.

This legal blow so enraged Bern- 
stein that he came to New York in 
a fury. Friends calmed him and he 
agreed to a conference in the formal 
atmosphere of the law offices of Bi- 
jur, Hertz and Steinberg. 

Bernstein, grumbling and _ testy, 
came to the office at 3 p.m. He was 
offered a chair at a table around

Insisting that disarmament could 
only be gradual, the British foreign 
secretary predicted that there must be 
many disarmament conferences before 
the powers can reach the measure of 
disarmament he should like to see, and 
declared that he was against “that 
feverish demand that something be 
done, without first determining what 
the world wanted and what is useful 
and possible in the reduction of arma- 
ments.”

Ben S. Cohen Is Victim as 
Pistol Discharges in 
Hands of Pete Crisaris,

‘shot and almost instantly killed Tues- 


day afternoon by Pete Crisaris, 19, a 
customer in the shop, who was ex- 
amining a pistol with the intention 
of purchasing it when it was fired, 
the bullet striking Cohen in the ab- 
domen. Crisaris was released shortly 
after the tragedy when his story was 
confirmed by witnesses at police head- 
quarters. 

Coroner Paul E. Donehoo ordered 
the release of Crisaris with instruc- 
tions that he appear before the coro- 
ner’s jury at the inquest to be held 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning in the 
chapel of Sam R. Greenberg, under- 
taker. 

According to the version of the 
slaying told authorities by Crisaris, 
he was examining an automatic pistol 
in the pawnshop of Cohen, where he 
had gone with the intention of buy- 
ing the gun. He pulled the trigger 
of the pistol while testing it, think- 
ing it unloaded. he sald. The gun ex- 
ploded, firing a bullet into the side 
of the pawnbroker. 

Crisaris said hé assisted Cohen into 
the adjoining shop. where an ambu- 
lance was summoned. Cohen died 
just as he reached the Grady hospital. 
Crisaris told police that Cohen made 
the statement in presence of wit- 
nesses: “Pete shot me accidentally.” 

Crisaris was taken to police head- 
quarters, where he was held on sus- 
picion until ordered released by the 
coroner. The release followed in- 
vestigation by police and questioning 
of witnesses. 

Cohen's body has been removed to 
the funeral parlors of Sam R. Green- 
bes. where the inquest will be held

Judge Humphries declared that it 
is a reproach to civilization that men 
who commit crimes can resort to esa 
technicalities to delay justice, and in 
cases which have gained wide pub- 
licity, be recommended that two court 
reporters be employed so that undue 
delay in completing the record after 
the trial ends could be avoided. 

Judge Humphries expressed disap- 
proval of the assertion that criminal 
courts should make their own expenses 
out of fines and bond forfeitures. 
This is a serious mistake, as criminal 
courts are for administration of jus- 
tice and are not a money-making in- 
stitution, he said. He reiterated - his 
stand that it was unfortunate that 
superior court judges were involved 
in polities. 

Other recommendations by Judge 
Humphries included the suggestion 
that in certain instances persons be 
tried in superior court on persona) 
accusations rather than grand jury 
indictments, because a grand jury is 
an ex parte matter, the accvsed not 
being represented, and the accusation 
made out by the party cr parties seek- 
ing legal recourse would have the 
same effect. 

Some persons convicted of crime 
deserve probation and others do not, 
Judge Humphries observed. adding 
that in cases where husbands desert 
wives and minor children it is better 
to put the husband on probation than 
to send him to the chaingang.

| Nettle rash is the old name for 
_ hives. Urticaria is the medical name 
tor hives. Urticaceae are a family of 
(plants having stinging hairs on™ the 
| leaves. Some hives are just little baby 
hives, scarcely more pretentious than 
mosquito bites. In fact a mosquito 
_bite is a typical hive, the only ditfer- 
ence between the mosquito bite and 
‘the hive proper being that we usually 
‘know exactly what produced the mos- 
| quito bite. Take bedbug bites —oh, boy. 
'there’s a baffling problem, for mys- 
‘tery lovers—how often a crop. of 
| bedbug bites masquerade as hives! But 
‘aside from the difficulty of detecting 
‘and apprehending the culprit, bedbug 
| bites are just nothing at all to speak 


! 


_A caterpillar differs from a. member 
of the Urticaceae mainly in distribut- 
‘ing ability. Get a lively caterpillar 
under your shirt and you'll break ont 
i} with hives for miles around, the cater- 
| pillar having a million hairs and every 
hair a stinger. All of these irritants 
are proteins, whether of vegetable or 
animal origin. 

| Numerous food proteins will pro- 
‘duce hives when they are eaten by 
| individuals who happen to be sensi- 
i tized. We are not yet able to ex- 


‘plain this sensitivity, but we know a 
little about it and we will know all 
, about it when the right young think- 
er comes along to straighten out the 
tangle and bridge the gaps in our 
present knowledge. We know that va- 
rious animal and vegetable proteins 
(nitrogenous compounds) are likely to 


; 


| produce hives or asthma or some simi- 


lar disturbanee if they find their way 
into the blood undigested or through 
other portals than normal digestion. 
Thus any serum injected under the 
skin is likely to cause more or less 
trouble of this kind. 

But we're waiting for the genius or 
student to explain why certain indivi- 
duals break out a fine rash if they 


eylic acid (as in aspirin), opium. 
choral, senna (present in scores of 
herb teas) or various other medicines. 

We are not so puzzled when pa- 


tients develop hives after indulging! 


in cheese, lobster, mushrooms, fish 
roe, strawberries, oatmeal, pickles, 
honey, mutton or a dozen other good 
foods. They are “sensitized,” they 
have an “idiosyncrasy;” or else some 
part of the digestive process has slipped 
a cog and so the offending protetin 
has passed through into the blood in- 
completely digested. 

So. as doctors so often do, we start 
treatment with a brisk cathartic, say 
a bottle of effervescing citrate of mag- 
nesia, or any form of salts preferred. 
Then a “low” diet, which is also 
rather mean, for a day or two—the 
less food the better. If the stomach 
misbehaves the least bit the patient 
had better take half teaspoonful doses 
of prepared chalk or 10-gram tablets 
of ealecium carbonate every two or 
three hours. If the stomach is quiet 
probably better internal medicine than 
chalk is calcium lactate or, calcium 
chloride. 20 to 30 grains of either 
with a glassful of water three times 
a day for a few days. If the stomach 
resents this, why, don’t insist. but 
toddle back to the chalk or calcium 
carb.

New York, September 6.—(4)—The 


response of the bond market to an- 


nouncement of details of the treasury 
department’s September 15 financing 
plan was not so great or general as 
was expected. The only marked stim- 


ulation was noted in certain of the 


government issues, notably second lib- 
erty 41-2s, which are exchangeable for 
the new treasury 31-2 per cent treas- 
ury notes. These bonds, which began 


the day around 1003-8, advanced to 
100 17-32, which puts their market 
price about even with the value of the 
bonds under the treasury offer. Treas- 
ury 3 1-2s were offered freely and sag- 
ged to 101. 

Convertible liens were the most ac- 
tive of domestic rail and industrial 
mortgages. Erie “D” 4s onee more 
were accumulated briskly, advancing 
more than a point, while strength also 
was displayed by New Haven con- 
vertible 6s and International Paper 6s. 
High-grade issues were rather inactive 
on the whole. Canadian Pacific 4s 
were offered freely, but held up well 
just under their peak price for the 


year. Third Avenue 5s again attracted 


a number of buyers, and Goodyear 
Tire 5s were fairly active at firm 
prices around 94 1-2c. 

Discussion of French refinancing 
plans appeared to have lost force as 
private dispatches from Washington 
stated that the United States govern- 
ment had not been approached regard- 
ing such an operation. It had been 
assumed in some quarters last week 
that the treasury department was to 
be asked shortly for its approval of 
the Paris government's program. 
though there was little likelihood that 
any offering was to be expected before 
early in 1928. French bonds were in- 
clined to heaviness and the foreign 
group, as a whole, displayed consid- 
erable irregularity.

Chicago, September 6.—(#)—Corn 
took the lead in the speculative grain 
markets today and a big decline in 
corn prices followed. Improved crop 
prospects for corn as a result of au- 
spicious weather was largely respon- 
sible. Corn closed nervous, 21-4 to 
35-8 cents net lower; wheat a shade 
to 7-Se off; oats 3-4e to 7-Be down, 
and provisions varying from lic de- 
cline to a rise of 10e. 

Generally fine weather over the 
week-end, together with a forecast that 
the excellent condition would remain 
effective at least temporarily, were 
emphasized by reports of many holiday 
observers from Chicago that the corn 
crop was making substantial progress. 
Agreement much more unanimous than 
of late that the weather, taken as’a 
whole, was good for forcing the crop 
along toward maturity. Besides, coun- 
try efferings of old corn were decid- 
edly increased, and so, too, were pur- 
chases by Chicago handlers. 

Heavy receipts of corn in Chicago 
today, 608 cars, added to the weight 
on prices. A decrease of 1,158,000 
bushels in the corn visible supply 
tailed to act as an offset, and the mar- 
ket showed but little power to rally: 
although the decrease was materially 
greater than last week or a year ago, 
Uats gave way to ‘sympathy with 
corn, notwithstanding that the move- 
ment of oats to Chicago at present 
is relatively small. 

Downturns in the value of wheat 
were ascribed to favorable weather in 
the northwest, likely to bring about a 
liberal movement of new spring wheat, 
both domestic and Canadian. Lower 
quotations at Liverpool were also a 
bear influence and there was 3,181,000 
bushels increase of the United States 
visible supply total. Meanwhile, the 


amount of wheat on ocean passage also 


increased 800,000 bushels for the week. 

Provisions were easier on account 
of scattered selling despite an upturn 
in the hog market.

LEVEES NEAR END

Washington, September 6§.—Engi- 
neers working to repair crevasses in 
the Mississippi river levees below St.
